I 2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The closest prior art of record is International Publication No. WO 00/48098 to Carden. 

4. Carden discloses a system and method for enabling authors to submit written materials to 
a publisher, through the Internet, for immediate review, editing and publishing. Carden' s system 
allows only the author or co-authors to edit the written material. However, Carden taken either 
individually or in combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a remote 
service provider for remote electronic editing of the authored work for content such that a galley 
is created from the authored work as recited in independent claims 1,12 and 17.
